The bill proposed that game lawfully 
killed may be exposed for sale for five 
days, and no longer, after th# com- 
mencement of the close season, and 
may be bad In the possession of the 
owner for the private use of himself 
and family for fifteen days after close 
season opens. The latter period was 
reduced to ten day* upon the sugges¬ 
ts of Mr. Oliver. 

Penalties Should Be Severe, 

When the penalties clause was reach¬ 
ed Mr. Oliver declared that some of 
them were altogether inadequate. 
There were plenty of Americans who 
would take a chance, he said, and If 
the commissioner wished to preserve 
the gam# of the province he must 
double or treble the fines. The warden# 
only convicted one man out of a dosen.

He congratulated the Institute on re¬ 
ceiving n visit last year from the 
Mining Association of Great Britain, 
and from which both visitors snd 
guests derived mutual s uggest ions and 
also taking home with them some good 
Ideas. He believed this visit had been 
a very great benefit to Canada. Hls 
Excellency said that he sympathised 
perhaps more with agriculture than 
mining, as ha happened to have a, 
ffteater Interest in the products of .th e 
briHOce of the earth than In thoscun- 
der ii But he admitted that n 0 in¬ 
terest was more Important to the pros¬ 
perity of a nation than that of min¬ 
ing, which gave Increased dem an d for 
labor, for commercial activity, and for 
railway traffic. All this meant an 
Increase In national prosperity. In 
Canada was the largest area of un- 
prospected mineral country on the face 
Of the earth, and one from which we 
should be able to draw an Infinite 
amount of riches. Mew South Wales' 
records stated that the men engaged 
in mining produood ten times more 
wealth to Industries than agriculture 
It that were so, the conclusion was 
that the more our mineral Industry 
was developed the greater would be 
the prosperity of the Dominion. 

Hls Excellency speaking in a purely 
persona] capacity, said he had their In¬ 
terests very much at heart as he wss 
himself an old miner and prospector 
and had experienced ad th« joys and 
•orrows Incidental to that vocation. 
He had experienced the feeling of hope 
they all felt when out prospecting and 
to use the words of a poet, “If hope was 
the welath of beginner*, by J«»ve we 
w * rr all millionaires.” After conversa¬ 
tion with others at hls tsble he had 
come to the conclusion that they were 
all going to become millionaires, and 
only he for many reasons was excluded 
from sharing their prospective happy 
fata. He said It had been hls happy 
experience ever since landing l n the 
country to b« associated with "Boont- 
ers, not knockey*." and remarked on 
that spirit of Independence which an¬ 
imated every man. woman and child 
from the Atlantic to tha Pacific that 
they owned personally a llttl* portion 
of land In the Dominion which was the 
king-pin of the whole continent. 

Hon. Mr. Templeman. responding to 
the toast of “The Dominion Govern¬ 
ment." observed that the department of 
min es wa s created only two yeare ago.

The new section which the attorney- 
general had prepared—which.

claiming to vote as aforesaid, oq one 
or more of the following grounds: That 
the person objected to Is dead; that he 
ceased for a period of six months next 
before the holding of the court to re¬ 
side In siFh electoral district: that he 
Is not under the provisions of this act 
qualified to vote; that he was not so 
qualified to vote when hls name was 
placed on the register of voters.” 

Ttiere was an outburst of applause 
from the opposition side of the House 
as soon as the section was adopted, 
and Stuart Henderson remarked: "Well, 
we forced the attorney-general to six 
months by hard labor." 

Another concession which the new 
sections contained was that a voter 
who Is absent may appear by some 
other voter to satisfy the registrar 
that the objections taken to him are 
not well founded. 

John Oliver asked why this should 
be restricted to appearance by another 
voter; why not let any parson whom 
a voter asks to do so represent him? 

The-attorney-general thought a man 
would have no difficulty In getting an¬ 
other Voter to represent him, and as 
tha sactlon stood any voter In tha pro¬ 
vince might so act on hls behalf. He 
was willing, however, to add the word

Rats and Their Sfn*. 

Th* rat has been looked on *u» a 
noxious animal for at any rate three 
or four thousand years. The ancient 
Egyptians domesticated the cat. and 
this animal was held In the highest 
reverence for Its power of protecting 
the vast granaries from rats. When a 
cat died In old Egypt the people In the 
house shaved off their eyebrows as a 
sign of mourning. No Egyptian boy 
thought it was fun to kill a cat. and 
Diodorus tiiculas tell* us thst if any¬ 
one was depraved enough to kill a cat 
he was put to death as a murderer. It 
f* said that a Roman general suffered 
the penalty. No cats have been found 
at Pomprtl or Herculaneum, and ap¬ 
parently. In Greek times a ot 

marten was the favorite domestic ani¬ 
mat. Cats were scarce In Europe even 
in the Middle Ages. An old Welsh law 
of the ten Hi century fixes the price of 
cat* according th a regular scat*. The 
modern crus ade a gainst the rat began 
with the work of Zuschlag, of Copen¬ 
hagen. who had. become administrator 
of the Danish rat law. Denmark has 
taken up the crusade with the utmost 
enthusiasm, and remarkable results 
arc bein^r j obtained.
